Tilt of Diamond T Comments 
On Truck Tests in Bay State 


Boston, Mass., July 9.—Tests 
made by the Massachusetts Mo- 
ter Vehicle Department showing 
that the motor truck driver is a 
safer and less irresponsible pilot 
than the average driver of a pas- 
senger car emphasizes the high 
degree of safety incorporated in 
modern motor truck design, ac- 
cording te C. A. Tilt, president of 
the Diamond T Motor Car Com- 


pany. 

The Massachusetts study revealed 
that the truck driver reacts nearly 
100 per cent. faster in emergencies 
than the ordinary passenger car 
pilot, and can be credited with a 
better safety record in spite of the 
fact that their truck cover more 
mileage and travel in congested 
areas where accident risks are much 
more numerous. 

Commenting on the result of the 
Massachusetts study, Mr. Tilt 
pointed out that safety has become 
one of the foremost considerations 
im motor truck design. Greater loads 


are being carried at higher speeds 
than ever before in keeping with 
the generally increased speed and 
efficiency of modern merchandising. 

“The result of this tendency to- 
ward increased speed and efficiency 
is the powerful speedy six-cylinder 
truck fitted with four-wheel brakes 
and pneumatic tires,” Mr. Tilt said.

Automobile Advertising 


HARLES A. BROWNELL, who wrote one of the first automobile 

advertisements, is in Detroit renewi acquaintances and calling

of the motor car business, having started an ad- 
vertising agency in this city back in 1896. 

Mr. Brownell says that John Brisbane Walker 
wrote the first automobile ad and it was published 
in the Cosmopolitan Magazine. In 1898 Mr. 
Brownell took on the representation of the Olds 
Motor Works and he wrote the second automobile 
ad and published it in the Cosmopolitan Magazine. 

At that time the Olds Motor Works set aside 
a fund of $1,500 to advertise its cars and a gaso- 
line engine that was made for farm work. This is 
a great contrast to the huge sums that are spent 
in advertising campaigns by all the motor car com- 
panies every year. Inside of a year, however, Olds ' 
was spending $200,000 for advertising.

Roberts Recounts His Arrest 


For Speeding 15 M. P. H. 


HEN old timers in the auto- 
mobile industry get together 
many interesting things are 
brought out about the early days 
of the motor car, or horseless car- 


riage, as it was called at one 
time. 

At a recent meeting of old 
timers in the automobile field. 


E. F. Roberts, vice-president of 
the Packard Motor Car Company. 
recalled that twentv-seven years 
ago he was arrested in Schenec- 
tady. N. Y.. while on an early test 
run in a Packard. He was speed- 
ing through the city at a rate of 


fifteen miles an hour and the 
legal rate of speed hapnened_ to 
be only six miles an hour. Mr. 


Roberts was captured by a sheriff 
driving a fast-trotting horse and 
later was fined $3.40. 

In those days it was the habit 
of some sheriffs to drive a fast 
horse with one hand and hold 
a stop watch with the other while

Blee Sees Uniform Air Law 
In Aviation N eed of Nation 


Special to Automotive Daily News 
OISE, Idaho, July 9.—Address- 


ing the governors of eleven 

Western states at their air com- 
merce conference which opened 
here today, Col. Harry H. Blee, 
chief of the division of air ports 
of the United States Department 
of Commerce, declared that uni- 
form air legislation is one of the 
chief needs of the nation. 

The conference was called by 
Gov. Baldridge of Idaho because of 
the interstate nature of air com- 
merce and to formulate plans for 
uniform state legislation, establish- 
ment of interstate airways. and 
state adoption of the department 
of commerce regulations pertaining 
to licensing of airplanes and pilots 

Attending 
will continue until Wednesday, are 
governors, attorneys general, secre- 
taries of state, highway commis- 
sioners, and representatives of va- 
rious aeronautics organizations 

“California, Washington, Oregon. 
Colorado, Montana, Wyoming, Nev- 
ada, Idaho, Arizona, Utah and New 
Mexico enjoy conditions which are 
particularly favorable to the rapidly 
increasing development of aviation, 
declared Col. Blee. 

“Separated as they are by great 
distances, not only from each other 
but from other population centers 
throughout the nation, these eleven 
great commonwealths can insure the 
more rapid development of their own 
air commerce and thereby provide 
their own citizens with faster and 
better transportation by co-operat- 
ing with the Federal government 
and adopting uniform state laws 
regulating the operation of airports, 
air lines and aircraft.” 

Col. Blee pointed out that 
transportation, particularly in the 
West, is free from the limitations 
imposed upon surface transportation 
by topography such as mountains, 
rivers and deserts. 

According to this authority it re- 
quires twenty-four hours to travel 
by train from San Francisco to Salt 
Lake City, whereas when one travels 
by air the same distance is accom- 
plished in seven hours.

“In ‘fact, it is now possible,” he 
said, “to leave San Francisco at 
noon, be in Salt Lake City in time 


for dinner the same day, attend the 
theater that evening, get a full 
night’s sleep, have the whole fol- 
lowing morning for the transaction 
of business and still have plenty of 
time to catch the train that left San 
Francisco at noon the day before.

“If every state will co-operate in 
bringing together these four ele- 
ments they will aid materially in 
bringing about the fullest possible 
realization of the many benefits of 
properly established air commerce 
and at the same go a long way to- 
ward taking their places at the very 
forefront of aeronautic develop- 
ment.”
